Soviet Is Warned 
Against Triggering 
Any New Crises 


WASHINGTON (A P)—Kennedy 
adm inistration leaders now esti­ 
m ate they can be ready to under­ 
take m ajor negotiations with the 
Soviet Union within six months.

where during this form ative pe­ 
riod in the hope of exploiting any 
lack of experience and decisive­ 
ness in Washington. 
Though 
President 
Kennedy 
hopes for better East-W est rela­ 
tions, Moscow has been informed, 
any fresh Soviet challenge will 
bring a swift, tough U. S. re­ 
sponse. 
This 
adm inistration 
in­ 
tends to leave no doubt in the 
m inds of the American people or 
other peoples, it is said, of its 
determ ination to react vigorously 
to 
any 
threat—and 
not 
to 
be 
bluffed or blackmailed. 
Administration leaders 
report­ 
edly 
feel 
that 
Soviet 
Prem ier 
K hrushchev 
understands 
their 
bluntly stated position and is act­ 
ing with restraint. One reason, as 
seen here, may he his desire for 
an early, informal meeting with 
Kennedy as well as a later sum ­ 
mit session; another may he seri­ 
ous interest on his part in doing 
som ething to bring the arm s race 
under control. 
At a m inimum. Kennedy and 
his advisers believe Khrushchev 
w ants to avoid a m ajor military 
clash and to concentrate his main 
effort on opening un negotiations 
on such m atters as the future of 
Berlin 
and 
disarm am ent 
prob­ 
lem s. 
In preparation for these nego­ 
tiations, Kennedy and Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk are starting 
country by country and area by 
area re-exam inations of U. S. for­ 
eign policies, parallel with their 
efforts to quiet the current crises 
in Laos and the Congo.

Senate Gives Nod 
After Long Debate 


WASHINGTON (A P)—Robert C. 
W eaver has won Senate confirm a­ 
tion 
as 
the 
governm ent’s 
top 
housing 
adm inistrator, 
but 
he 
faces two serious problem s as he 
takes over this key post. 
The Senate cleared the nom ina­ 
tion Thursday night by voice vote 
after five hours of argum ent, put­ 
ting W eaver in the highest posi­ 
tion ever held by a Negro in the 
federal executive branch. 
The vote had not been expect­ 
ed to come for about IO days, 
but the Senate stayed in session 
late 
to 
approve 
W eaver 
under 
pressure from President Kennedy. 
The New Y orker is expected to 
take the oath prom ptly so that he 
can 
assum e 
com m and 
of 
the 
Housing and Home Finance Agen­ 
cy next week. This agency is down 
for almost a billion dollars in new 
funds in the budget now before 
Congress. 
W eaver. 53. has been vice chair­ 
man of the New York City Hous­ 
ing and Redevelopment Board. 
He said in a statem ent he was 
gratified by the quick Senate ac 
tion. 
One of the problem s pressing 
hardest on W eaver arises from 
the current economic slump. 
New housing starts are down 
sharply, yet the Kennedy adm in­ 
istration is looking to a construc­ 
tion industry pickup as an essen­ 
tial elem ent in its recovery pro­ 
gram . 
This was one reason the P res­ 
ident urged speedy Senate con­ 
firm ation. 
W eaver told the Senate Gank- 
ing Com m ittee earlier this week 
that the average annual new start 
rate of about 1.2 million housing 
units in recent years is inade 
quate. He said it should be “ a 
whole lot m ore.” At the mom ent 
it is well under that average 
Some Southern senators and the

W eaver said they feared his ideas 
on racial integration in housing 
might 
cause even

struction cutbacks. 
W eaver’s second headache ap 
pears likely to arise in the legis 
lative field. 
Several Southerners said in the 
debate that they feared W eaver 
as head of HH FA might alienate 
Southern votes badly needed for

The Soviet-led Communist bloc 
and a powerful segm ent of the 
Asian-African Woe back him in 
the United Nations as legal head 
of the Congo governm ent. Among 
his African supporters are Ghana, 
Guinea, Mali, Morocco and the 
United Arab Republic. 
L um um ba’s strength among the 
Congolese m asses forced Jie ex- 
prem ier’s enem ies to forget their 
own differences and band togeth­ 
er. Anti-Lumumba politicans from 
all but the rebel-held areas are 
now discussing a federation at a 
round table conference in Leopold-

But he has also called urgently 
for action on several other pro­ 
posals which must start with the 
sam e com m ittee that handles So­ 
cial Security m atters—the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Without going out of its way to 
delay the health care proposal,

m inistration legislation so that the 
showdown

would not come until next y e a r’s 
session. 
At the adm inistration’s specific 
request, the com m ittee is giving 
first priority to em ergency exten­ 
sion of unem ployment benefits and 
on W ednesday opens hearings on 
this bill and a companion m easure 
benefiting children of unem ployed 
parents.

French Regret 


Jet Attack on 


Soviet Airliner 


PARIS (A P) — The government 
today term ed French air force in­ 
terception of Soviet President Le­ 
onid Brezhnev’s plane a reg retta­ 
ble incident and promised an in­ 
vestigation. 
Lower level officials in Algiers 
charged a jet fighter fired w arn­ 
ing shots at the plane over the 
M editerranean Thursday because 
the Soviets violated flight plans. 
The Soviet Em bassy in 
Rabat, 
Morocco, replied hotly that the 
French charges were pure inven­ 
tion. 
The Foreign M inistry issued 
statem ent saying an investigation 
of the “ regrettable incident” had 
been ordered. 
The spokesm an would make no 
further com m ent but it appeared 
the governm ent here viewed the 
incident far more seriously than 
did French authorities in Algeria 
There was general agreem ent 
that the incident took place in the 
early 
afternoon 
in 
sunny skies 
when the Soviet Ilyushin 18 turbo 
prop was flying over the M editer­ 
ranean en 
route to Rabat. 
A French twin-jet Vulture fight­

warning tracer bursts 
ahead of the plane. It was one of 
three sent out, said French offi­ 
cials in Algiers.

To Be Curbed 


2 House Committees 
Plan Cut in Spending 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Chair­ 
men of two powerful House com­ 
mittees have teamed up in a drive 
to curb federal back-door spend­ 
ing estimated to run into billions 
of dollars annually. 
Back-door spending is the con­ 
gressional term applied to Treas­ 
ury withdrawals under authority 
of laws w'hich do not make direct 
appropriations. Instead, they per­ 
mit expenditures through contract 
authorizations, public debt tran s­ 
actions and other means. It is 
used largely in connection with 
housing, 
highway 
and 
subsidy 
programs. 
In the second session of the B6th 
Congress 
last 
year, 
back-door 
spending 
obligated 
$4,164,000,000 
of federal funds for which no di­ 
rect appropriations were made. 
Heading the movement to curb 
the practice are Reps. Howard W. 
Smith, 
D Va . 
chairman 
of the 
Rules Committee, 
and Clarence 
Cannon, I) Mo., chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee. 
Each 
has introduced a resolution co­ 
signed to cope with the practice, 
and more than IOO House m em ­ 
bers have signed a request for 
action. 
Smith’s plan wrould permit ob­ 
jection of a single congressman to 
block House consideration of any 
bill carrying appropriations or au­ 
thorizing future money withdraw­ 
als from the Treasury unless the 
bill originated in the Appropria­ 
tions Committee. 
Cannon’s proposal would auto­ 
matically send to the Ways and 
Means Committee any measure 
providing authority for new’ pro­ 
grams, or increasing the scope of 
existing programs, which involve 
a charge against the Treasury. 
The Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee would be required to report to 
the House within 30 days an esti­ 
mate of the cost involved. The 
legislation then could be passed 
only by a majority of the House— 


dent Kennedy faces a two-headed 
test of his leadership: Action and 
imagination. 
Action in his case, at home and 
abroad,

maceuticals) was abrogated.” 
Then he told his tale of woe: 
“When we bring out a new’ prod­ 
uct in this country or when a new 
product cornea eut in Germany, 
Switzerland or n y t h e r e else, 
these people simply have someone 
pick up the product, fly it to Italy, 
and they start duplicating it. 
“Now, they use other devious 
means of getting it a little earlier 
to they ean also try to have it on 
the m a r k e t at the same time, 
and they are absolutely immune 
from any kind of suit.” 
Naturally, it is less expensive to 
pirate than to do research; it if 
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less costly to stoa] than to buy. un­ 
less you get caught — and th# It­ 
alian, in his own country, cannot 
get c a u g h t according to their 
law. What he does is legitimate in 
lUly. 
Italians, in fact, go about their 
trickerie* openly. “Chemical En­ 
gineering News” published an ad­ 
vertisement which is a stimulant 
to corruption. It reads: 
. . ’Processes Wanted. Foreign 
manufaoturer seeks inftormatipn 
or consulting services for product­ 
ion of antibiotics, vitamins, ster­ 
oids and pharmaceutical chemicals 
by microbiological and synthetic 
organic techniques.

because one deals with realities. 
While the United States removes 
protection for industry, every other 
country continues its protection 
against imports; q u o t a s have 
been e s t a b l i s h e d , particular­ 
ly against American products at 
the same time that the United Stat­ 
es pours huge sums into t h e s e 
various countries in the form of 
economic and military aid. 
The problem of unemployment 
must be dealt with objectively and 
systematically. There are many 
causes for unemployment in the 
U n i t e d States. For some of 
them there may be no solution. As, 
for instance, the question might be 
asked, do we really need a work 
force of 65,000,000 or over? And if 
not, what is to be done about those 
who are unneeded** One might ask 
whether it is economically or soc­ 
ially sound for married women to 
work in factories while their chil­ 
dren are uncared for? 
There are many questions to be 
asked, the answers to which can­ 
not come off the top of the head. 
President Kennedy can get the an­ 
swers. T h e r e are men in this 
cou itry with vase experience in 
. making jobs.
